Where To Go 


Where to go is always, some- 
what of a problem with many 
hunters, ang roaming highways 
and byways} wonte pútmàny (binds: 
in -the-bag.-The.answer_to part of 
this “where to go” dilemma may 
be found in the public dove hunt- 
ing areas established by the Game} 
and Fresh” Water Fish Commis- 
sion. 

On the other hand, hunters may 
with little effort develop their own 
shooting areas, Some hunters may 
lease agricultural: fields for* hunt- 
ing purposes. For those that don’t, 
the planting of food plots for fall 
dove hunting maybe an answer. 

According to O. E. Frye, Com- 
mission Director, browntop millet 
has proven to be the answer to 
a part of the “where to go” prob- 
lem and a planted dove field can 
pay dividends by providing sonie 
excellent ‘hunting. 

The week of July 4, is a prime 
planting time for the October sea- 
son. Early August is the proper 
planting time for ‘the November 
season. One successful planting 
pattern for browntop millet in 
open fields calls for strip of millet 
about 15 feet .wide interspersed 
with unplanted strip about 30 feet 
wide. Millet should be planted at a 
ratio of approximately 20 pounds 
to the acre and fertilized at about 
600 pounds per acre.
